BOth  December ,  1879. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum 
at  Prestwich,  in  presenting  their  Report  to  the  Court  of  Annual 
General  Session,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
16  and  17  Victoria,  chapter  97,  section  62,  have  much  pleasure 
in  being  able  to  speak  favourably  of  the  state  and  condition  of 
the  Asylum,  and  in  recording  their  approval  of  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  the  Officers  and  Attendants  have  severally 
discharged  their  important  and  onerous  duties. 


During  the  year  142  men  and  192  women  have  been  admit¬ 
ted  ;  145  men  and  186  women  have  been  discharged,  of  whom 
70  men  and  96  women  were  recovered  ;  45  men  and  40  women 
have  been  transferred  to  the  Workhouses  of  their  respective 
Unions,  to  other  Asylums,  or  to  the  care  of  their  relatives  or 
friends ;  and  30  men  and  50  women  have  died. 
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On  tliis  day  there  are  514  males  and  668  females  on  the 
books  of  the  establishment. 

The  Asylum  has  been  greatly  crowded  during  the  entire 
year.  Patients  could  only  be  admitted  as  vacancies  occurred 
by  discharges  or  deaths,  and,  on  this  account,  the  admissions 
have  been  fewer  than  they  were  during  several  years  past.  For 
the  last  five  or  six  years  the  deaths  were  below  the  average 
number,  which  fact,  while  speaking  well  for  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  Institution,  explains  the  steady  augmen¬ 
tation  in  the  number  of  Patients  under  care  and  treatment. 


Plans  for  affording  increased  accommodation  by  means  of 
an  Annexe  to  the  Asylum,  in  accordance  with  the  recommend¬ 
ations  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Lunacy  accommodation, 
were  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  in  April  last. 
After  much  delay  and  correspondence  the  Plans  were  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and,  at  the  Annual  General  Session 
held  in  September,  they  received  the  sanction  of  the  Court, 
and  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  £95,000,  was  granted  for 
carrying  out  the  necessary  works.  The  Annexe  is  intended  for 
the  reception  of  about  800  Chronic  Patients,  chiefly  of  the 
Epileptic  class,  for  whom  suitable  accommodation  has  long  been 
required  in  this  Division  of  the  County.  Taking  into  consider¬ 
ation  the  special  character  of  the  provision  required  by  this 
unfortunate  class  of  the  chronic  insane,  the  estimated  cost  of 
the  accommodation  which  will  be  afforded  by  the  proposed 
Annexe  contrasts  favourably  with  the  cost  of  similar  extensions 
to  Asylums  in  other  Counties  in  England.  The  levelling  of  the 
site  was  commenced  in  May  last,  and,  in  September,  your 
Committee  entered  into  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Neill  and  Sons, 
of  Manchester,  for  the  erection  of  the  buildings. 


To  meet  the  views  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  with 
regard  to  the  acquisition  of  additional  land,  your  Committee 
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entered  into  a  contract  with  Mr.  William  Gardner  for  the  pur¬ 
chase,  at  the  rate  of  £220  an  acre,  of  22  acres  3  roods  1  perch 
contiguous  to,  and  at  the  South  side  of  the  Asylum  Estate,  and, 
at  the  Annual  Session  held  in  April  last,  the  contract  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Court,  and  a  sum  of  £5,200  granted  to  complete 
the  purchase. 

At  the  Annual  Session  held  in  September  a  further  sum  of 
£5,000  was  granted  by  the  Court  to  enable  the  Committee  to 
acquire  4  acres  of  land  belonging  to  Lord  Derby,  situate  at  the 
North  side  of  the  Asylum,  and  to  form  a  road  from  the  Bury 
New  Road  to  the  Asylum,  and  erect  a  suitable  entrance  gate. 

With  the  land  thus  acquired  the  Institution  will  hold  136 
acres  3  roods  29  perches,  statute  acres;  of  these  114  acres  27 
perches  are  freehold,  and  22  acres  3  roods  2  perches  leasehold 
for  a  term  which  will  expire  in  February,  1896. 

The  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Mr.  Ciunn,  having 
resigned  his  appointment  to  engage  in  private  practice,  the 
Committee  passed  a  resolution  approving  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  performed  his  duties.  Dr.  Sankey  has  been 
appointed  in  his  place.  With  this  exception,  there  has  been  no 
change  amongst  the  superior  Officers. 

On  the  1st  of  October  last  the  weekly  charge  for  the 
Lodging,  Maintenance,  Clothing,  and  care  of  each  Patient 
belonging  to  an  Union  or  a  Parish  or  other  place  within  the 
County,  which  had  been  9s.  4d.  during  the  preceding  three 
quarters  of  the  year,  was  reduced  to  8s.  9d.  The  charge  for 
each  Out-Patient  has  been  14s.  a  week  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Lancashire  Asylum ,  Prestwick, 

March  7  th,  1879. 

The  animal  inspection  of  this  Asylum  has  occupied  us 
during  yesterday  and  to-day. 

The  patients  under  treatment  number  524  males  and  657 
females,  making  a  total  of  1181.  Two  of  the  male  patients  are 
absent  on  leave.  All  the  others  of  both  sexes  have  been  seen 
by  us,  and  have  had  opportunities  of  stating  their  wishes,  and 
making  complaints  to  us.  We  have  had  the  usual  numerous 
applications  for  discharge,  but  no  complaint  of  harshness  or 
ill-treatment,  and  no  case  of  undue  detention  came  under  our 
notice.  A  year  has  nearly  elapsed  since  the  Asylum  was  last 
visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  which  was  on  March  14th, 
1878,  and  in  the  interval  have  occurred  the  changes  which  we 
proceed  to  report : —

The  ratio  of  recoveries  recorded  in  the  period  under  review, 
to  the  admission  in  the  same  period,  is  43  per  cent,  on  the  male, 
and  64J  per  cent,  on  the  female  side  ;  and  for  both  sexes,  57 
per  cent.  This  is  a  satisfactory  result,  but  it  is  only  right  to 
add  that  the  cases  admitted  have  been  generally,  if  not  univer¬ 
sally,  of  an  acute  character,  room  in  many  instances  being  made 
for  them  by  the  transfer  of  chronic  cases  to  workhouses.  The 
death  rate  has  been  low,  being  only  6*3  per  cent,  of  the  average 
daily  number  of  patients  resident.  General  Paralysis  has  been 
the  most  fatal  of  the  causes  of  death,  being  assigned  as  the 
cause  of  16  out  of  the  total  number  of  deaths ;  and  the  only 
other  to  which  we  need  specially  refer  was  that  of  Pleurisy 
with  effusion,  caused  by  fractured  ribs,  in  a  female  patient,  who 
died  three  weeks  after  admission.  In  this  case,  and  in  this 
only,  was  an  inquest  held,  the  verdict  arrived  at  being  that 
the  death  was  due  to  the  above  cause,  and  that  there  was 
no  evidence  to  show  how  the  fracture  of  the  ribs  occurred. 
We  have  referred  to  the  records  of  this  case,  and  we  do  not 
find  anything  to  suggest  that  the  occurrence  was  due  to  any 
neglect  or  ill-treatment  in  the  Asylum,  but  rather  that  the  in¬ 
jury  was  sustained  before  admission. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  72  instances. 

The  Asylum,  with  the  detached  buildings,  being  calculated 
for  1170  patients  is  now  more  than  full;  and  the  need  of  in¬ 
creased  accommodation  becomes  daily  more  urgent. 
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The  subject  of  the  proposed  annexe  is  still  under  con¬ 
sideration  ;  and  the  question  of  a  site  for  it  on  the  present 
Asylum  estate,  together  with  an  extension  of  that  estate,  has 
recently  been  before  our  Board.  We  need  not,  therefore,  go 
further  into  this  matter  than  to  call  attention  to  the  existing 
pressure  on  the  resources  of  the  Asylum,  and  to  express  our 
hope  that  no  unnecessary  delay  may  occur  in  supplying  the 
additional  accommodation  which  the  wants  of  the  district 
demand. 

We  are  enabled  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  demeanour 
of  the  patients  as  we  inspected  them  in  the  various  wards,  and 
in  the  dining  halls  on  the  respective  sides.  With  very  few 
exceptions  they  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  appeared  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  comforts  which  this  Asylum  affords.  Their  dress 
and  personal  neatness  were  very  satisfactory,  and  reflect  credit 
on  the  attendants. 

We  found  only  8  males  and  11  females  in  bed,  and  the  total 
number  of  patients  of  both  sexes  at  present  under  medical 
treatment  is  returned  as  59. 

We  may  state,  therefore,  that  the  general  bodily  health  of 
the  patients  is  good. 

We  are  informed  that  there  are  at  present  84  male  and  78 
female  epileptic  patients,  and  151  of  the  former  and  187  of  the 
latter  sex  who  are  considered  to  be  suicidal.  The  care  and 
supervision  of  these  classes  necessarily  cause  much  anxiety,  but 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  they  have  been  successful  in  pre¬ 
venting  casualities.  The  arrangements  for  the  night  super¬ 
vision  of  these  patients  are  unaltered. 

Better  provision  is,  however,  intended  to  be  made  for  them 

•t 

in  the  proposed  annexe. 
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Six  hundred  and  fourteen  patients  of  both  sexes  attended 
the  Church  of  England  service  last  Sunday,  and  72  Roman 
Catholic  patients  attend  the  weekly  service  of  their  religion, 
which  is  performed  in  the  sewing-room  by  a  priest  resident  in 
Prestwich. 

As  regards  the  employment  of  the  patients,  we  learn  that 
on  the  male  side,  in  addition  to  113  ward  cleaners,  247  men  are 
employed  either  on  the  land,  in  the  workshops  or  the  offices  ; 
and  that  on  the  female  side,  203  women  are  engaged  in 
attending  to  the  wards,  38  work  in  the  laundry,  52  in  the 
kitchen  and  offices,  and  225  at  various  forms  of  needlework. 
All  the  tailoring,  dressmaking,  and  shoemaking  and  repairing 
for  the  establishment  is,  we  understand,  done  on  the  premises. 

There  are  the  usual  weekly  dances,  and  the  patients  usually 
attending  them  number  about  700.  During  the  winter  several 
entertainments  of  conjuring,  music,  and  theatrical  performances 
have  been  given  for  the  amusement  of  the  patients. 

The  severe  weather  which  has  so  long  prevailed  for  some 
time  prevented  the  customary  country  walks,  which,  we  trust, 
will  shortly  be  resumed. 

There  is  a  full  staff  of  attendants  for  both  divisions  of  the 
Asylum,  and  we  are  glad  to  observe  that  an  adequate  number 
are  employed  on  night  duty.  Those  so  engaged  are  five  for 
the  male  and  seven  for  the  female  division,  and  they  have  the 
assistance  of  some  of  the  better  class  patients.  For  each  division 
too,  there  is  a  supei intending  night  watch,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
secure  the  vigilance  of  the  attendants. 

We  have  examined  the  medical  journals,  and  find  that  four 
females  have  been  secluded  on  36  occasions  for  a  total  duration 
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of  383  hours;  and  that  four  men  have  been  so  treated  on  five 
occasions  for  a  total  of  39^  hours  ;  and  that  in  the  case  of  one 
male  patient,  restraint  bj  means  of  wet  packing  was  applied 
on  six  occasions  for  an  aggregate  of  42}  hours. 

We  must  again  report  most  favourably  of  the  condition  in 
which  we  found  the  wards  and  dormitories,  and,  indeed,  all 
parts  of  the  Asylum  ;  and  of  the  good  order  everywhere  pre¬ 
vailing.  The  bath-rooms  which  were  noticed  in  the  last  entry 
as  requiring  some  repairs  and  renovation,  are  now  receiving 
them. 

Several  of  the  wards  have  been  warmed  by  the  introduction 
of  steam  pipes,  and  this  system  of  heating  is  being  extended  to 
other  parts ;  and  we  observe  that  renovation  and  further  de¬ 
coration  of  the  wards  have  been  effected  in  various  directions. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  expressing  our 
satisfaction  at  the  return  of  Mr.  Ley  to  his  important  duties 
in  restored  health.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Gentlemen, 

I  Lave  The  honour  to  place  before  yon  a  detailed  report  of 
the  operations  and  management  of  this  Asylum  for  the  year 
1879,  together  with  the  Statistical  Tables  and  Financial  State¬ 
ment  appertaining  thereto. 


On  the  1st  of  January,  1879,  there  were  1,183  patients  in 
the  Asylum,  519  men  and  664  women.  In  the  course  of  the 
year  142  men  and  193  women  were  admitted,  making  the  whole 
number  under  treatment  1,518.  The  discharges  during  the 
same  period  amounted  to  332,  of  whom  70  men  and  96  women 
were  sent  out  recovered,  42  men  and  40  women  were  transferred 
to  various  workhouses  or  to  the  care  of  their  friends,  and  30 
men  and  50  women  have  died.  These  changes  leave  in  the 
Asylum  on  the  31st  of  December,  1,186  patients,  of  whom  515 
are  men  and  671  are  women. 

The  admissions  during  the  past  year  have  been  29  less  than 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  discharges  have  consequently 
diminished.  This  falling  off  in  the  number  of  admissions  has 
not  been  from  want  of  applications,  but  from  the  fact  that  for 
the  past  year,  as  indeed  for  several  previous  yea^s,  the  admis¬ 
sions  have  been  restricted  by  the  limited  accommodation  at  my 
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disposal.  The  total  number  of  applications  amounted  to  568, 
of  these  335  were  admitted  and  the  remaining  233  refused  for 
want  of  room,  had  to  find  accommodation  either  in  the  other 
Asylums  of  Lancashire  or  in  the  Asylums  of  the  neighbouring 
Counties  of  Cheshire  or  South  Yorkshire.  An  analysis  of  the 
cases  shows  that  a  large  per  centage  of  the  admissions  presented 
but  little  hope  of  recovery  or  of  material  improvement  from 
residence  in  an  Asylum.  General  Paralysis,  Epilepsy,  Chronic 
Lunacy,  with  enfeeblement  both  of  mind  and  body,  were  the 
chief  factors  which  rendered  the  prognosis  unfavourable  in 
about  one-half  of  the  admissions.  A  large  proportion,  about  34 
per  cent.,  were  brought  from  the  different  Workhouses  of  this 
district ;  some  49  were  picked  up  by  the  Police,  found  wander¬ 
ing  at  large  and  destitute ;  the  local  Gaols  contributed  10 
patients,  and  5  were  transfers  from  Broadmoor,  their  term  of 
imprisonment  as  criminals  having  expired.  One  of  the  latter 
class  escaped  some  few  days  after  admission.  He  showed  no 
symptoms  of  insanity  during  his  residence  here,  and  would  have 
been  discharged  in  due  course,  but  he  preferred  to  anticipate 
his  dismissal.  About  84  per  cent,  of  the  total  admissions  were 
natives  of  England,  45  were  of  Irish  birth,  4  were  Scotch,  and  2 
were  of  foreign  extraction. 

The  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the 
year  was  1,518,  and  the  number  of  deaths  80,  so  that  the  ratio 
of  mortality  for  the  year  was  5-2  which  is  fractionally  higher  than 
the  death-rate  of  last  year,  but  still  a  low  death-rate,  and  one 
which  reflects  favourably  upon  the  hygienic  condition  of  the 
institution.  Hot  only  has  the  death-rate  been  low,  but  the 
health  record  of  the  community  at  large  has  been  very  good. 
The  severe  winter  and  the  long  protracted  cold  and  damp 
spring  told  unfavourably  on  numerous  old  and  feeble  persons, 
but  considering  the  general  defective  organization  of  the  insane, 
their  lack  of  stamina  and  resisting  force,  the  bodily  health  of 
the  patients  has  been  kept  at  a  most  satisfactory  standard  during 
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the  past  trying  season.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  attributing  the 
low  death-rate  of  the  past  five  or  six  years  to  the  improved 
sanitary  arrangements  adopted  and  io  the  increased  comfort  in 
the  accommodation  provided  for  the  patients.  The  introduction 
of  Steam  and  Hot- Water  Heating  into  the  Wards,  as  auxiliary 
modes  of  warming  to  open  fire-places,  has  been  attended  with 
most  marked  beneficial  results.  Among  the  insane,  as  indeed 
among  other  classes  of  the  community  of  similar  low  vitality 
and  impaired  function,  the  maintenance  of  an  equable  and 
reliable  temperature  in  the  living  rooms  is  of  the  utmost  im¬ 
portance  as  regards  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  inmates. 
The  almost  entire  immunity  which  we  have  lately  enjoyed  from 
Erysipelas,  Congestive  Diarrhoea,  and  other  diseases  incident  to 
closely  packed  communities  may  safely  be  attributed  to  the  face 
that  in  this  damp  and  foggy  climate  during  the  prolonged  cold 
of  the  past  year,  we  have  been  able,  in  nearly  all  the  Wards,  to 
maintain  a  dry  equable  temperature  with  sufficient  ventilation, 
which,  before  the  introduction  of  artificial  heating,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  maintain  by  the  use  of  open  fire-places  alone.  The 
mortality  during  the  year  calls  for  no  particular  comment, 
nearly  two- thirds  of  the  deaths  were  the  result  of  incurable 
organic  disease  such  as  Paralysis,  General  Paralysis,  Epilepsy, 
and  other  affections  of  the  nervous  centres.  The  institution  has

been  free  from  any  epidemic  and  no  accident  of  a  serious  char¬ 
acter,  save  one,  has  occurred.  89  cases  were  admitted  suicidally 
disposed,  of  these  33  had  made  more  or  less  determined  attempts 
at  self-destruction  prior  to  admission.  There  were  also  17 
dangerous  or  homicidally  inclined  patients.  These  abnormal 
tendencies  complicating  the  mental  disease  have  been  unpleasantly 
prevalent  of  late  and  have  considerably  increased  the  anxieties 
and  the  difficulties  of  management. 

The  unfortunate  homicide  which  cast  so  deep  a  gloom  over 
the  household  occurred  in  August  last.  The  man  Cheetham, 
who  lost  his  life,  had  been  an  inmate  of  this  Asylum  for  more 
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than  20  years,  and  was  a  quiet  demented  patient  uniformly 
gentle  and  tractable.  Mc.Gkie,  who  committed  the  homicide,

had  been  resident  for  about  9  years,  and  had  never  evinced  any 
symptom  of  violence  prior  to  the  act  itself,  and  he  probably 
would  have  been  the  last  person  in  the  Asylum  from  whom  one 
would  have  anticipated  such  a  criminal  outbreak.  For  several 
years  they  had  formed  part  of  the  colony  at  the  farm-house,  and 
were  employed  in  various  agricultural  pursuits.  Both  were 
childish  in  manner,  incoherent  in  conversation,  seldom  giving  a 
coherent  reply  to  the  most  simple  question  ;  but  both  were 
industrious,  willing,  and  manageable,  and  Mc.Ghie  was  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  our  best  and  steadiest  farm  labourers.  On  the 
morning  of  the  day  in  question,  they  were  engaged  with  eight 
or  ten  other  patients  in  removing  some  heavy  timber  from  the 
hay-shed.  The  attendant  in  charge  of  the  party  had  been  using 
an  iron  bar  to  dislodge  some  of  the  heavier  pieces  of  timber  and 
had  temporarily  placed  the  bar  against  the  wall  of  the  shed. 
Suddenly  Mc.Ghie  took  up  the  bar,  swung  it  round  his  head, 
and  struck  at  Cheetham,  the  nearest  person  to  him.  The  blow 
took  effect  on  the  latter’s  head,  a  second  followed,  and  Mc.Ghie 
was  in  the  act  of  striking  a  third  blow  when  he  was  seized  by 
the  attendant  whom  he  passively  allowed  to  take  the  bar  from 
him.  Oheetham’s  death  was  instantaneous.  When  asked  by 
the  attendant  why  he  had  struck  and  killed  his  comrade  Mc.Ghie 
returned  some  incoherent  answer  and  seemed  desirous  of  going 
on  with  his  work  in  the  hay-shed.  There  was  no  trace  of  anger 
or  trouble  on  his  face,  and,  of  the  group  who  had  collected 
round  the  murdered  man,  he  apparently  was  the  most  uncon¬ 
cerned.  Neither  at  the  time,  nor  at  any  subsequent  period,  did 
Mc.Ghie  appear  to  realize  what  he  had  done.  There  had  been 
no  quarrel,  no  ill-feeling  between  the  two  patients ;  I  doubt 
much  if  they  ever  spoke  to  one  another,  or  were  cognisant  of 
each  other’s  existence.  The  iron  bar  would  have  appeared  to 
have  awakened  the  murderous  impulse,  but  Mc.Ghie  was  in  the 
constant  habit  of  using  farming  implements  of  various  kinds, 
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and  had  been  mowing  steadily  all  the  previous  day.  A  crime 
like  this,  so  sudden  and  so  motiveless,  admits  of  no  satisfactory 
explanation.  I  think  it  may  he  safely  assumed  that  if  the 
attendant  or  any  of  the  other  patients  had  been  nearer  to 
Mc.G-hie  than  Cheetham,  one  of  them  would  in  all  probability 
have  been  the  victim  ;  or,  possibly,  in  the  absence  of  any  person 
close  to  him,  Me  Ghie  might  have  expended  his  temporary  fury 
upon  the  nearest  tree  or  post. 

I  have  detailed  in  Table  X.  the  result  of  our  investigations 
into  the  origin  of  the  mental  disorder  in  the  admissions.  In  all 
cases  where  any  reliable  history  can  be  ascertained,  the  disease 
has  been  traced  to  a  combination  of  causes,  in  which  hereditary 
and  other  disturbing  influences,  both  moral  and  physical,  would 
seem  to  be  the  most  important  factors.  A  marked  decrease  is 
observable  in  the  number  of  those  in  whom  intemperance  in 
drink  enters  as  a  complicating  cause  of  the  disease,  but  on  the 
other  hand  our  admissions  have  included  numerous  cases  of  both 
sexes  suffering  from  enfeebled  vital  powers,  the  result  of  ill- 
health  induced  by  poverty  and  want.  It  has  frequently  been 
noticed  before  that  industrial  crises  and  trade  depressions,  with 
their  attendant  trials  and  privations,  are  peculiarly  productive 
of  mental  alienation  ;  and,  in  reviewing  the  history  of  the 
admissions  of  the  past  year  I  have  been  struck  with  the  large 
number  of  persons  broken  down  in  health,  whose  mental  and 
bodily  ailments  may  fairly  be  attributed  to  the  above  causes. 
The  tendency  to  recurrence  must  also  be  taken  into  consideration 
in  the  causation  of  insanity.  Xo  less  than  16  per  cent,  of  the 
admissions  had  been  treated  in  the  Asylum  at  various  periods 
in  former  years.  About  29  per  cent,  of  these  recurrent  cases 
had  relapsed,  I  regret  to  say,  from  a  renewal  of  the  original 
cause  of  their  malady,  intemperance.  Others,  after  leaving  the 
Asylum,  being  unable  to  obtain  suitable  employment  in  the 
recent  dearth  of  labour,  were  subjected  to  considerable  privations, 
which  evidently  induced  a  return  of  their  malady. 
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The  record  shows  that  252  patients  were  discharged  last 
year,  of  these  166  were  sent  home  cured.  This  ratio  yields  a 
recovery-rate,  calculated  on  the  admissions,  of  about  50  per  cent., 
and  on  the  total  number  under  treatment  of  about  11  per  cent. 
The  liability  to  relapse  is  instanced  by  the  fact  that  of  these 
total  recoveries,  about  18  per  cent.,  were  persons  who  had  at 
some  time  previously  been  under  treatment  in  this  or  in  other 
Asylums.  Of  17  this  was  the  second  admission;  of  10  the  third 
admission ;  of  2  the  fourth  admission  ;  and  of  2  the  fifth 
admission.  The  recordeel  condition  when  previously  discharged 
of  these  relapsed  cases  was  recovered  in  80  instances  and  im¬ 
proved  in  2  instances.  This  ratio  corresponds  very  closely  to 
the  figures  of  previous  years. 

The  value  of  treatment  must  not,  however,  be  guaged 
solely  by  the  record  of  recoveries  and  discharges.  An  Asylum 
is  not  only  a  hospital  for  the  cure  of  those  mentally  afflicted, 
but  it  is  also  a  place  of  detention  for  others  who  are  not  likely 
to  recover,  but  who,  nevertheless,  require  for  their  care  and 
well-being  greater  attention,  management,  and  forethought,  than 
the  very  much  smaller  number  of  curable  cases.  Fully  90  per 
cent,  of  our  inmates  are  of  this  hopeless  class,  many  of  whom 
have  suicidal,  homicidal,  and  other  dangerous  or  extravagant 
propensities  which  are  held  in  check  solely  by  watchful  care 
and  discipline.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  safe 
custody  of  these  patients  ;  like  their  saner  brethren  they  must 
have  some  form  of  mental  diversion  or  occupation,  and  this 
occupation  must  be  regular  and  adapted,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
suit  the  requirements,  mental  and  physical,  of  each  individual 
case.  The  condition  of  insanity  is,  in  many  instances,  merely 
the  intensity  of  that  nervousness  which,  in  a  modified  form, 
many  sane  persons  often  experience  ;  and,  just  as  change  and 
variety  in  the  matter  of  daily  occupation  will  turn  the  current 
of  our  thoughts  away  from  self,  and  bring  into  the  mind  a  new 
train  of  ideas  and  desires,  so  with  the  insane  ;  the  stimulus  of 
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suitable  labour  is  needed  to  rouse  their  dormant  faculties, 
restrain  their  propensity  to  waywardness,  and  direct  their 
thoughts  into  healthy  channels.  All  the  improvements  that 
have  taken  place  of  late  years  in  the  care  and  management  of 
the  insane  have  been  in  the  direction  of  trealing  them  as  much 
as  possible  like  other  people,  and  of  providing  by  a  freer  range 
of  occupation  and  action,  the  opportunity  of  using  more  of  their 
faculties  that  are  sane,  instead  of  allowing  these  to  rust  in 
inaction  and  disuse.  To  carry  out  these  humane  principles  no 
effort  has  been  spared,  but  the  facilities  for  the  proper  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  patients,  more  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
various  in-door  trades,  being  less  complete  than  is  desirable  in 
an  Institution  of  this  magnitude,  it  has  not,  at  all  times,  been 
an  easy  matter  to  provide  occupation  of  a  safe  and  suitable 
character  for  many  who  ought  to  be  kept  systematically 
employed.  These  defects  in  our  arrangements  have  recently 
been  brought  under  your  notice,  and  will  be  remedied,  I  trust, 
before  very  long.  Our  records  show  that  during  the  past  year 
a  fair  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  and  a  considerable  number 
of  both  sexes  have  been  usefully  employed  in  various  avocations. 
All  the  making  and  repairs  of  bedding  and  clothing,  as  well  as 
the  repairs  and  renovations  in  and  about  the  building,  have  been 
the  work  of  the  inmates.  For  several  years  past  a  considerable 
quantity  of  clothing  has  been  made  for  other  institutions,  and 
other  valuable  labour  performed,  all  of  which  have  aided  con¬ 
siderably  in  reducing  our  maintenance  rate.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  we  have  been  kept  very  busy  with  the  necessary 
clothing  and  bedding  required  for  the  Annexe  now  in  course  of 
erection.  The  recreation  and  amusements  provided  for  the 
patients  during  the  past  year  have  been  a  repetition  of  those 
fully  detailed  in  previous  reports,  and  have  been  found  to  operate 
no  less  beneficially  than  employment  in  promoting  the  general 
comfort  of  the  inmates. 


The  ordinary  weekly  charge  was  reduced  from  9s.  4d.  to 
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8s.  9cl.  per  head  per  week,  from  the  1st  of  October  last.  The 
average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  has  been  8s.  7^d., 
a  rate  which,  it  is  satisfactory  to  know,  is  much  below  the 
average  of  similar  public  institutions. 

On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Clunn  in  June  last,  the  position 
of  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  was  filled  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Sankey.  The  duties  of  the  office  have  since  been 
performed  by  him  with  great  efficiency. 

For  the  success  that  has  attended  our  efforts  during  the 
past  year,  I  owe  much  to  the  willing  co-operation  of  my 
associates  in  service,  both  in  the  medical  and  in  the  adminis¬ 
trative  departments.
